This Is Point Kenialnlns Unsettled In 
Venezuela Affair. 
.WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
12. 
But one 
point, a matter 
of detail and not of 
merit, remains open between the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain in the set- 
tlement of the Venezuelan 
question, 
and cablegraas passing between 
Lon- 
don and Washington give every rea- 
son to believe that this point, which 
was delayed by the formal affixing of 
signatures to the agreement, will be 
determined 
within a day or two. 
It relates to the choice of four of 
the judicial members 
of the court of 
arbitration, 
two by this country and 
two 
by Great Britain. 
It has been 
found that it was noeasy task to take 
the Lord Chief Justice, Attorney Gen- 
eral or other eminent British judicial 
functionaries from 
their present 
im- 
portant duties and charge them with 
other duties which may take months 
or years in their execution. 
For that 
reason It has been considered 
wise to 
settle this matter at the outset. 
A representative 
of the Associated 
Press today sought an interview with 
King Oscar on the subject, and was re- 
ceived with tle greatest courtesy 
by 
the highest court officials. His request 
for an expression 
of opinion 
on the 
part of the King on the peaceful 
set- 
tlement arrived at between the TJnited 
States and Great Britain, and to His 
Majesty's willingness to act as fifth 
arbitrator, was conveyed 
to the King, 
and His Majesty sent the correspond- 
ent the following 
message 
In reply: 
"The King not having received 
an 
official 
communication 
regarding the 
arbitration, he is unable at present to 
make a statement on the subject." 
It 
was 
explained 
that while 
His 
Majesty has expressed 
his willingness 
to the Swedish Minister at Washing- 
ton to act as arbitrator, 
as proposed, 
His Majesty must receive a formal of- 
ficial request before he can give 
for- 
mal 
consent, 
although 
there 
is 
no 
doubt he will agree to act. It is fur- 
ther stated that as in previous cases, 
where, for instance, King Humbert of 
Italy and the President of the Swiss 
Republic 
have consented 
to act in a 
similar capacity, 
the King of Sweden 
and Norway 
will appoint a personal 
representative who will attend, for the 
King, the meetings of the court of ar- 
bitration.

Secret Edict Open 
Portion of China 
to Railroads. 
PEKIN, Nov. 12. 
The Tsung Li 
Ya-m- en 
has received 
a secret edict 
ap- 
pointing Sheng Taotai as director gen- 
eral of railways, and granting him per- 
mission to construct the 
Hankow-Can-ton-Soucho- w 
lines. 
It also authorizes 
him to borrow 
20,000,000 taels, 
10,000,-00- 0 
taels to be furnished by the Tsung 
Li Yamen from the last loan, the Nor 
thern 
provinces 
to furnish 
3,000,000 
taels, the Southern provinces to 
fur- 
nish 7,000,000 taels. Altogether 
40,000,-00- 0 
taels will be required for the con- 
struction of the lines. Native material 
must be employed 
as far as possible 
on the Hankow 
lines, but foreign en- 
gineers may be engaged. It is rumored 
that the American syndicate tenders 
for this work have not been accepted. 
Sheng Taotai is the head of the tele- 
graph administration of China and the 
late Taotai of Tientsin. The edict for 
the construction of the 
Pekin-Hanko- w 
line 
was 
promulgated several years 
ago, but on the recommendation of 
Chang 
Chi Tung, the Viceroy 
of the 
two provinces from whom Sheng Tao- 
tai has purchased the Hang Yang iron 
works, the construction was delayed. 
Chang Chi Tung was anxious that no 
orders should be placed In Europe for 
the material necessary for that line, 
declaring that in a few years' 
time 
this could be supplied 
from the Hang 
Yaang 
Iron 
works. 
Hitherto 
these 
works have been a failure, and it is 
said that more than one attempt has 
been made to sell them to Europeans.

Resolution Passed and Committee 
Appointed Work to be Done 
on the Islands. - 


Pursuant 
to a call fromJ. Walter 
Jones, of the Annexation Club, Messrs. 
Hartwell, 
Murray, 
Stratemeyer, 
Wright, McStocker, 
Dr. Wood, 
Shaw. 
McLeod, Hoogs, Martin, Smith, Abies, 
Thurston, Hall, Pratt, J.. N. Wright, 
Ripley, 
Fisher, 
Sims, J. L. McLean, 
C. W. Day, Clay, Towse, Peterson, J. 
B. Atherton, 
Dillingham 
and several 
others met In the room of Company H 
at the Drill Shed last night 
Judge Hartwell called the meeting 
to order and announced the objects for 
which the gentlemen had met Among 
the reasons advanced 
by Judge Hart- 
well for prompt action in the matter 
of annexation, 
was the constant 
in- 
crease in the number of Japanese 
ar- 
riving 
here. 
"There are," 
he said, 
"five Japanese immigration companies 
in Honolulu, and unless there Is a ma- 
terial change, these societies will soon 
run this country. 
It Is all right for 
people to say'the United States will not 
allow any foreign power to assert 
it- 
self in Hawaii; the United States can 
say what they please, but they cannot 
stop the natural order of things. What 
this club can do in carrying outrits 
alms rests with the officers. 
One thing 
which, to my mind, is necessary iS io 
attract public attention, the annexatfon 
sentiment should be aroused and 
re-- 
aroused, and It Is within the province 
of the Annexation Club to do this. 
I 
believe 
I have expressed 
the feelings 
of every one In this room tonight in 
my remarks, and I merely wish to Im- 
press further the absolute necessity for 
prompt and concerted action toward an 
ultimate and prosperous end." 
At the close of Judge Hartwell's 
re- 
marks, F. B. McStocker said: 
"We are met together this evening, 
gentlemen, 
to consider the advisability 
of taking advantage of the present op- 
portunity to call the Annexation Club3 
together, to 
er 
upon 
the work 
for which we were primarily organized. 
"In meeting thus together, it Is not 
the desire, 
I assume, of any members 
of this committee or of the organiza- 
tion, to usurp the functions delegated 
to our representatives in the Govern- 
ment, but rather to proffer our aid and 
assistance, should 
aid and assistance 
be required. 
"In proffering this assistance, we do 
not I submit, arrogate to ourselves the 
right of dictation or interference, but 
the rather assumed work of being fully 
prepared to combat the opposition 
of 
those opposed to annexation or favor- 
ing new issues. 
"That this work belongs of right to 
this organization is unquestionable, it 
being the only organization here, hav- 
ing a national 
association, and the 
only one on the floor of which persons 
of all shades of political, religious or 
national 
beliefs 
may meet and make 
common 
cause. 
"The questions as to whether action 
at the present time is wise, or as to 
whom 
shall represent 'them, may be 
safely left to the members 
of the or- 
ganization, who on their part should 
be early called together to designate 
their wishes in the premises. 
"The opposition will be alert 
and 
vigorous; It behooves 
us, therefore, to 
be stirring, and allowing no false bea- 
cons to guide us into by paths; press 
forward with steadfast determination, 
shoulder to shoulder, to the common 
goal." 
In response to a question as to the 
reasons for the original organization 
and the whereabouts of a constitution' 
and 
by-law-s. 
Mr. McStocker stated that 
It was organized as an enrollment club. 
He did not remember that the club 
went Into details regarding a 
by-la- 
and constitution, 
and 
In answer 
to 
Maj. McLeod, he said: 
"The Annex- 
ation Club, 
when 
organized, 
was an 
enormous body of men; no hall in the 
city was large enough to hold the mem- 
bers. When the constitution was draft- 
ed it provided for the appointment of 
committees 
from time to time. When 
the club adjourned there were In the 
various committees a hoard of officers 
and with the executive and other com- 
mittees there were about 40 men. 
I 
consider that this meeting tonight rep- 
resents the committee. It is not nec- 
essary to go on in the old path; condi- 
tions have changed, and we have them 
to meet 
What we want to know is: 
Shall we call the Annexation Club 
to- 
gether? 
Do those present think It ad- 
visable to have the Annexation Club 
take the first step toward the end for 
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which the Government and the Club 
were organized?" 
Lorrin A. Thurston was loudly called 
apon for a speech, and he gracefully 
responded. 
He said in part: 
"I am not an officer or a member of 
the Annexation Club, but I was asked 
to corae here and see what the members 
were going to do. 
I am not altogether 
familiar with your mode of action, 
be- 
cause I was not here when the Club was 
organized. But I understand the main 
object of the meeting is the calling at- 
tention of the people to the necessity 
for annexation; there is no more 
im- 
portant thing than that- - I have heard 
(it saW that the people of the Islands 
are weakening on the annexation prop- 
osition, but I do not agree with the 
people who say so. 
Circumstances 
are 
such that there has not been the neces 
sity for our getting out on the street 
corners and talking about 
it-- 
The re- 
cent change 
in the political 
situation 
in the United States warrants our push- 
ing the measure from this time 
for- 
ward. 
If there are persons 
who have 
apparently grown 
lax in their desire 
to have the Islands annexed, it is the 
duty of the members 
of the Club to 
talk 
to those people 
and 
get them 
again interested. 
"There is one thing I am sorry to 
see: the fight between the editors of 
the Star and the Advertiser. 
The ed- 
itors are both annexationists, and it 
Is a poor policy for them to make faces 
at each other and call names. 
If the 
Annexation Club, the American 
Union 
Club, or the American 
League 
want 
to push forward the claims of the 
peo-pl- e 
for annexation, for Gods sake let 
them go in and do it; don't let them 
kick each other's shins in their hurry 
to keep one another from doing it 
I 
was not here when this club or the 
others were organized, 
but I believe 
they are all striving to the same end, 
and the American League is an annex- 
ation club under another name. 
I do 
not believe 
there 
is any waning in 
the community 
regarding annexation, 
for we are in greater need of it today 
than wo ever were before. 
There are 
a good many of you among the officers 
and the various committees, and in the 
reorganization you should use caution 
and judgment as in any business 
prop- 
osition; get the best men you have 
men you can depend 
upon for good, 
hard work. 
It may be that the bulk 
of the work should be done at the oth- 
er end of the line, but there is some 
to be done here, and as it is so long 
since the Club met I think it would be 
wise to call the roll and ascertain the 
feeling. 
I was told before I came here 
tonight that eight of the officers have 
left the country. 
There may be some 
back sliders, and it is the duty of the 
Club to ascertain who they are and 
bring them back. 
Annexation is what 
the Government was organized for, and 
it is the pole star toward 
which 
we 
are gliding, the same as in 1893." 
(Ap- 
plause.) 
On a call of the Chairman for furth- 
er remarks, B. F. Dillingham 
said in 
part: 
"I do not think that I can say 
anything that will add any weight to 
what Mr. Thurston has just said. 
But 
I wish to express a thought regarding 
the controversy between 
the papers. 
It has been a mistake, in my opinion, 
that there should 
have been a differ- 
ence between the editors of two papers, 
whose policy is for annexation. 
There 
is no questioning the truthfulness 
of 
the old saying, 'United we stand; divid- 
ed we fall.' 
The matter of a name 
in an affair of this kind amounts to 
nothing, but we must have concerted 
action, we must work for the end for 
which 
the 
Club 
was 
organized 
and 
which the Government 
is pledged to 
annexation. 
It is barely possible that 
some of the men who declared 
them- 
selves in 1893 in favor of annexation 
have changed their minds, but in view 
of the possible 
changes 
in our treaty 
relations 
with the 
United 
States, 
I 
believe we should not only favor an- 
nexation, but work for it. 
I do no: 
mean 
by this that the patriotism 
if 
the people of Hawaii is to be meas- 
ured by dollars and cents, but if we 
know that a thing Is for our good we 
will strive to obtain it." 
Mr. McStocker asked the indulgence 
of the members that he might say a 
few words regarding the opposition to 
the calling of the meeting. 
"When the Club was organizing there 
was a great deal of work to be done 
in order to enroll members. 
We work- 
ed day and night, in order to secure 
names, and if the people who oppose 
the call knew the extent of the work 
they would 
not be so apt at using 
harsh language toward 
the members 
of the committee. 
As to the annexa- 
tion scheme waning, a gentleman from 
Hawaii, who I invited to come here to- 
night, could have told you how things 
have changed there. 
A number of peo- 
ple, he Informs me, have modified their 
views on this great question; men who 
were heart and soul with us in 1S93 and 
1S94 have weakened 
or gone over 
to 
the other side, and we will have to 
do some proselyting in order to get 
them back into the fold. 
To do this 
we must have harmony, for in organi- 
zation there is strength. 
I believe it 
is necessary to revive the Club, for we 
need 
workers. 
We all know 
of the 
admirable work done by W. B. Oleson 
when he was here and after he left, and 
we are in need of just such workers 
now. 
I am in favor of calling the 
Club together and picking out the best 
men in it to work for the cause of an- 
nexation; men in whom we have con- 
fidence and who will push the work 
along." 
Judge Hartwell said: "I do not mean 
to 
say that 
no 
annexationist 
has 
changed his mind, there may be sev- 
eral, but if there are I have not met 
them. 
My home is here, and I do not 
go abroad or on the other islands, 
where I might find them. 
I will say 
this much: 
There has been no change 
among the men who have large prop- 
erty interests. 
You may consider 
Cas- 
tle & Cooke, Brewer 
& Co., M. S. 
Grin-bau- 
m 
& Co., Wilder's Steamship Com- 
pany, the Wilcoxes 
of Kauai and Mr. 
Baldwin 
of Maui as strong 
annexa- 
tionists and men who have enormous 
interests at stake. 
They have not 
waned in their opinion. 
There are men 
of course, who are wonderfully 
strong 
on the fence, who can see no sense in 
pushing annexation at this time, but 
those men and others, who may have 
gone backward, 
if there are such, are 
the ones you are to work with." 
Col. J. H. Fisher felt that there were 
too many excuses being offered for the 


calling of the meeting. 
He said: 
"I do not think it is necessary 
to 
give excuses for calling the meeting. 
For a long time past there has been 
no necessity for agitating 
the 
ques- 
tion, but the change 
of conditions in 
the United 
States requires some 
de 
cided action on our part. 
It has been 
a long time, to us, since there has been 
a Republican administration at Wash- 
ington, 
and as 
one will 
assume 
the 
reins in March, it is our duty to let the 
people In Washington know we are still 
anxious 
to be annexed. 
If there is a 
weakness 
among 
the people 
here, it 
must be strengthened." 
Col. 
lusher 
then put the motion that the meeting 
be called and it carried 
unanimously. 
Col. Fisher then moved that a com- 
mittee of five be appointed 
to draft a 
preamble and 
by-la- 
and 
get the 
work 
done 
as soon as possible, 
and 
immediately 
after 
this 
was 
done 
to 
call a general 
meeting. 
He would 
op- 
pose any attempt to attach any condi- 
tions 
to 
the 
membership. 
Persons 
should 
be admitted without regard to 
oaths 
to 
support 
this 
Government. 
This club is not a political one, its mo- 
tives 
are grander than anything 
in 
politics. 
The motion carried. 
Judge Hartwell 
then said 
that if 
there was nothing further he would 
in- 
troduce a resolution. 
J. B. Atherton 
occupied 
the chair temporarily 
and 
Judge Hartwell then read the follow- 
ing resolution: 
RESOLUTION 
OF 
THE 
ANNEXA- 
TION CLUB. 
At a meeting 
of the officers of the 
Annexation 
Club of Honolulu, 
held on 
the evening 
of the 27th day 
of 
No- 
vember, 
1896, it was: 
Resolved, 
This Club was formed 
in 
the month of February, in 1893, 
un- 
der the 
Provisional 
Government of 
Hawaii, for the purpose of giving def- 
inite expression 
to the desire for the 
annexation 
of Hawaii 
to the United 
States, and of encouraging 
and 
pro- 
moting such desirable object. 
The Provisional Government 
having 
accomplished 
the object for which it 
was established, 
both in conserving the 
cause of law and order, and of 
Consti-tuion- 
al 
Government, 
and in endeavor- 
ing to establish a political 
union with 
the United States, has been merged in 
the Constitutional Government 
of the 
Republic of Hawaii, the end and aim 
of 
which 
is 
to 
accomplish 
political 
union with the United States, this Club 
hereby declares that it is still the earn- 
est desire of its members that the Re- 
public 
of Hawaii 
be annexed 
to the 
United States, and become an integral 
portion of that great Republic, subject 
to 
the existing 
laws 
of the 
United 
States, and to such further 
laws 
as 
Congress 
shall enact, 
and that it is 
the firm belief of the members 
of this 
Club that such result will best promote 
the interests of all classes and nation- 
alities of" people within the Hawaiian 
Islands. 
This Club 
respectfully 
assures the 
Government 
of the Republic of Hawaii 
of the desire 
of its members that as 
soon as shall be practicable 
annexa- 
tion to the United States be accomp- 
lished, leaving to the United States to 
enact such laws as Congress shall deem 
to be proper. 


The speaker finished 
reading amid 
tremendous applause. 
When 
it had 
ceased he said: 
"I would like to make a few remarks 
on the resolution I have just read. 
In 
my opinion,, its meat is in the last sec- 
tion. 
I believe there are a number of 
people in the country who believe in 
and want annexation, but they want 
to haggle; 
they want to know about 
contract labor, and they tremble when 
they think of the public 
lands 
ques- 
tion. 
These 
people don't know what 
they want. 
When we commence that 
sort of thing, this haggling business, 
we simply provide ammunition for our 
enemies in the United States to fire at 
us. 
The details of a treaty, the ques- 
tions of plantation labor and 
public 
lands can wait. 
For myself, I want an- 
nexation now, and the sooner we get 
it the better. 
I don't care how simple 
the treaty may be, I will be satisfied. 
'Hawaii is hereby annexed to the Unit- 
ed States' will suit me, for I am not 
afraid of the United 
States Congress 
or that our affairs will not be attend- 
ed to. 
Let us be annexed 
first and 
look to the details afterward." 
Messrs. 
McStocker, 
Fisher, 
Wood, 
Ripley and others spoke of the country 
being rapidly Orientalized 
and 
point- 
ed to the landing of 59 Japanese from 
the Toya Maru as an object lesson. 
Judge 
Hartwell 
then 
appointed 
Messrs. 
Thurston, 
McStocker, 
Fisher 
and Dillingham, 
and, upon the urgent 
wish of the members, 
himself, 
on the 
committee 
of five called 
for in 
Col. 
Fisher's resolution. 
A motion to ad- 
journ was not carried, as there was 
a heavy rainfall, and those present pre- 
ferred to keep out of the wet and listen 
to further remarks. 
J. B. Atherton 
was called upon for a few words, which 
he spoke, but his remarks were heard 
with difllculty, owing to the patter of 
the rain on the iron roof. 
"I have," he said, "been one of those 
who thought there was nothing to be 
done here regarding annexation. 
The 
command 
has been given, the Legis- 
lature has pledged itself, and resolu- 
tions have been passed. 
I did not see 
that anything else was to be done by 
us, and there was but one thing left for 
the Government to do 
get annexation 
as quickly 
as possible. 
As to voters, 
I do not know that anything can be 
done, the registration books were open 
and every one had an opportunity to 
register and become voters and those 
men might have had an opportunity to 
say whether annexation must be had or 
not. 
But a number of the citizens 
de- 
clined 
to present 
themselves 
and I 
fail to see why they should 
expect to 
Bay at this time whether or not the 
country shall be annexed to the Unit- 
ed States. 
The present members 
of 
the Government were selected to rep- 
resent the people, and it is for them 
to say what has to be done. 
I believe 
the Idea that a vote should be taken 
is a mistake. 
We find in this coun- 
try three or four kinds of annexation- 
ists; those who prefer it to this Gov- 
ernment; 
those 
who want it in any 
form; those who fear the labor will be 
ruined and want a protectorate, 
be- 
cause we will have the advantages of 
annexation 
without 
any 
material 
change 
in our internal 
affairs. 
Tnis 
last form I have no faith in, because 
I do not believe the United States feels 
called upon to give us this much with 
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out having supreme control. 
I am will- 
ing to take plain annexation, because I 
believe I will gain more money in the 
next 10 years than I will without it" 
B. F. Dillingham said: "It is some- 
thing of a coincidence that the men 
jwho 
opposed 
the Reciprocity Treaty 
are 
uiose 
woo 
uppuse 
auueiuuon 
I remember going about at that time 
trying to get signatures to a petition 
to have the treaty passed, and I m?t 
with all kinds of rebuffs. 
One man 
told me I had better go back to my 
store and sell nails, for if the treaty 
became a law it would open the doors 
to all kinds of peddlers to come here 
and take away my trade. 
I told him 
I would rather 
be a clerk in a place 
where 
there was plenty 
of 
business 
than 
an employer 
where there 
was 
none. 
We know what that treaty did 
for Hawaii, 
and I believe annexation 
will do as much more."

It has often been noticed as one 
of the instances going to prove that 
there 
is in average humanity

stream of tendency that makes for 
depravity, that even the words we

them. 
Why 
should 
"snort," for example, come to be 
associated not with blithesomeness 
and frolicsomeness, 
its original sig- 
nification, but with 
"gambling" 
and all the evils connected with 
that ruinous vice? Another similar 
phenomenon has been noticed! In 
the use of words, that what ismor-all- v 
wrong comes to be clothed, in 
polite 
society 
or 
even 
among 
rogues, in euphemistic garb. Il 


centiousness 
is gallautry; 
stealing 
is misappropriation of property 
and,so on to the end of the chapter. 
But not only are words debased 
bv the vile tises which they are 
made to serve, but the actual reali- 
ties 
which 
they represent 
suffer 
similar degradation. 
Why cannot 
our public games be kept free from 
the betting, which 
seems to give 
them their chief attraction, rather 
than a healthy interest in feats of 
bodily 
agility? 
While 
there are 
many that denounce the evils of 
rambling when it comes to be a 
ruinous 
passion, 
there 
are !verv 
many who see no harm in a bet. It 
is this insensibility to its essential 
immorality, doubtless, that leads so 


mauv to indulge in what they 
con-sid- 
er 


a harmless 
pastime, 
not 
a 
criminal act at all. 
Herbert Spencer, in consonance 
with the whole system 
--of ethics, 
making utility the foundation of 
right, argues that it is "pleasure 
obtained at the cost of pain to an- 
other," and so being 
"anti-altru- - 


istic 
must oe conuemneu as con- 
ducing to the loss of social 
well-bein- 
g. 
But the common 
view of 
rambling is that both parties take 
equal risks, and the excitement of 


suspense 
before decision 
overbal 
ances iu pleasurable enjoyment the 
pain of any loss. 
But the balancing of pleasures 
and pains to decide what is right 
and wrong is not the truetet of the 
morality of our actions. 
Some act 
are so openly bad that it is simply 
inconceivable 
that any sane person 
should advocate their rightfulness, 
any more thau our merchants could 
carry ou business with such 
mis- 
taken ideas of arithmetic as that 1 
and 1 make 11. 
Society would go 
to pieces if it legalized immorality. 
There is a transference of property 
in payiug any bet, but is it a le 
gitimate transference? It is evident 
that it is not the superior mental 
acumen of one or the other that 


decides who shall be the winner or 
the loser. It is the unknown factor 


we call chance that decides 
the 


mooted 
point. 
Without 
this ele 
ment of chance there is no betting. 
For the sake of this element or risk 
justice is abjured, affection is ab- 


jured, reason is abjured, conscience 


is abjured, 
and men give 
them- 


selves up to be the sport of circum- 


stances over which they have de- 
liberately given 
away all possible 
control. 


ls not this the essential element 
of the immorality 
of gambling, 
that it dishonors one's manhood in 
abjuring 
right, 
reason 
and 
the 
controlling principle of conduct? 
There 
is an obvious 
analogy 
be- 


tween the excitement of gambling 
and the pleasure, 
so-call- 
of in- 
toxication. 
Has any one a right 
to deliberately put an enemy into 
his mouth to steal away his brains? 
If to get "gloriously . drunk" is to 
act worse 
than the brutes, then 
why should any one be such a fool 
morally as to stake his property 
on the turn .of the dice, or the man- 
ipulation of cards, the time a horse 
can run a mile, or the result of a 
game in the issue of which so many 
elements of uncertainty are involv- 
ed? It is no wonder that so often 
gambling ends in suicide. 
The vic- 
tim of his own folly began by ab- 
juring reason 
as the controlling 
principle of his actions, and when' 
by the action of inexorable law he 
is brought face to face with the 
consequences 
of such misconduct, 
and his own heart echoes the trnm-p- et 
tones that sound from above, 
beneath and around him, Fool! 
Fbol! Fool! why should not the 
curtain fall, often with startling 
suddenness, 
on the last. act in this 
tragedy of human folly? 


NARROW 
TERES. 


Those who are trying to enact 
legislation compelling the use of 
broad tires on all sorts of vehicles 
would do well to read the book, 
recently 
published 
by the 
Cen 
tury Company of Professor 2f. S. 
Shaler of Harvard, on "American 
Highways." 
.Why 
some people 
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should insist that light built, ligljt 
running American wagons should 
have 
excessively 
broad 
tired 
wheels, as might be of advantage 
iu heavy 
freight 
wagons, is 
in- 
comprehensible to men of average 
understanding. 
It stands to rea- 
son, 
so that he who runs 
may 
read it, that a light wagon wivh 
narrow tires does no more harm 
to the road than a bicycle. 
Prof. 
Shaler does not join 
in 
the chorus of condemnation of the 
narrow tire. That it spoils good 
roads is undeniable, but he says; 
''The fact is that iu this case, as 
in many other wavs iu which our 
people have departed 
from 
an- 
cient and old world customs, the 
have been led by wisdom and not 
by folly." 
The 
reason 
is that 
where the wheels have to go so 
deep into the mud wide tires and 
spokes gather an inordinate 
am- 
ount of mud, and there is much 
more resistance. 
And laws 
com- 
pelling 
broad 
tires 
would, 
he 
thinks, "be disobeyed because of 
private needs so general that they 
would amount to a public neces- 
sity." This has indeed proved the 
case 
iu 
Connecticut, 
and 
such 
laws have been repealed in Eng- 
land after a century of trial. The 
only resource' which the author 
sees is to build the new roads in 


so substantial a manner that they 
will not give way under the strain 


of narrow tires. While American 
tires are narrower thau those of 


Europe, Americans have the ad- 


vantage iu not using the absurdly 


small front wagon wheels so com- 


mon there, which are also very de 


structive to roads. A more senqus 


evil, and one for which there is no 


remedy at present, is the break- 


ing up of the surface stone by the 
constant pounding of horse shqes. 


JAPANESE 
EXPANSION. 


Japanese aggression continues to 


agitate the minds of those natipus 
having important interests in jhe 
Pacific 
ocean, 
notwithstanding 


the 
frequent 
assertions 
that 


Japan 
is 
credited 
with 
Hav- 


ing enough 
to 
do to take "dare 
of" herself, 
without 
nieddhig 
in 


otl,or nations' affairs. 
One of "the 


recent writers on this topic is Sir 


Audley 
Coote, 
who tells in the 


Melbourne Argus what he saw and 


heard in Japan. While in a car 


he overheard several Japanese 
of- 


ficers talking about Australia, its 
excellent commercial 
and agricul- 
tural possibilities. 
They were of 
the opinion that the Avhites were 
playing the part of the dog in the 
manger, 
and 
that 
Japan 
could 


make much more of Australia than 
England 
had. 
They 
considered 
England useful as a national ally 
to Japan, but if 
arose it 
would be quite proper to send a 
few Avar vessels to Australia and 
annex some of its most productive 
and promising colonies. 
This idea 
Sir Audley 
Coote said he found 
very 
prevalent 
throughout 
the 
country. 
Generally 
spealcing, 
these 
re- 
marks inayjje looked upon as mere 
idle vaporiugs, and excusable 
in 
citizens possessed of great national 
pride. But as the Argus remarks 
in 
its 
comments, 
such 
tjdings 
should strengthen 
the Australian 
Colonies in their decision 
to hold 
aloof from Japan, and not be too 
precipitate in entering upon closer 
treaty relations. The only real ele-- 


mept of danger would be in event 
of a great war in which the naval 
strength of the British 
Empire 
was overtaxed. In such a case Jap- 
an, enrolled upon the side of Great 
Britain's 
enemies, would be a 
se- 
rious menace to Australia. 
Thus 
the 
Australians 
simply 
take note that danger may threat- 
en from Japan. 
With the Dutch 
the situation is strikingly different, 
and the radicals are talking 
of 
using force to keep the progressive 
Orientals within bounds. A writer 
to a Dutch publication 
says the 
only way to "guard against attacks 
upon colonies by the Japanese is 
to drive them out 
Holland must 
take possession of Formosa. 
The 
remembrance of Dutch rule has 


not yet been 'eradicated in that isl- 
and, and both Chinese and natives 
would welcome our return as put- 
ting an end to the reigning 
an- - 
archy. True, Japan would not vol- 
untarily give up the island. 
But 
this is not necessary. 
Perhaps Rus- 
sia and France, and even England, 
would join Holland 
in disposses- 
sing the Japanese. 
The seed sown 
by Dutch ministers and teachers 
two centuries ago would then bear 
fruit speedily." 
Hero wo have two situations. In 
Australia 
the Japanese have not 
been favored with opened 
doors, 
fhe colonies 
can therefore afford 
to hold aloof and consider the 
fighting proposition when the time 
of 
Avar 
comes. 
In Formosa the 
Japanese have gained a hold. 
Xot 
only this, but they are 
' steadily 
strengthening 
their 
position 
by 
pouring in immigrants and coloniz- - 
ri 
fit 
mg. 
Uiey are not successnu m 
governing the neAV acquisition, but 
with the grip of possession and in- 
creasing colonists the question of 
Government 
can Avait for a Avhile. 
The Dutch are sloAvly and steadily 
losing 
their 
hold, 
principally by 
reason of increasing Japanese pop- 
ulation, as avoII 
as the natural 
re- 
sult of a change in ownership. 


!Noav HaAvaii does not apparent- 
ly consider 
Japan 
as particularly 
aggressive, but nothing Avill be lost 


to Europeans and Americans 
in- 
terested in the country's Avelfare by 
stopping to consider 
the natural 
result of an increasing Oriental 
population with Hawaii as an in 
dependent nation. We are not in 
the position 
of Australians, 
but 
may we not be in the position of 
the Dutch? 
Hawaii cannot stand 
aloof. 
As an independent nation 
it may become sloAvly colonized. 


DR. 
PARKHURS'FS 
CAMPAIGN. 


While 
Dr. 
Parkhurst's 
cam- 
paign in New York City in 
1S94-9- 5 
was doubtless a great moral 
success, a review of the legal re- 
sults is by no means gratifying. 
By a decision of the Court of Ap 
peals, given last month, the only 
important 
officer 
of the police 
force who was convicted of brib- 
ery and extortion during the Lex-oa- v 
trials becomes again an 
in- 
spector 
and entitled 
to 
a new 
trial. The Court sets forth that it 
was impossible to obtain an 
im- 
partial trial at that time, that the 
district attorney 
used 
unusual 
methods in securing jurors, and 
that much of the testimony was 
inadmissible. 
The results of the Lexow 
in- 
vestigation are summed up by the 
New York World as follows: "Of 
the thirty-on- e 
men indicted, only 
one, Captain Carpenter, has been 
punished through the process of 
criminal proceedings. He pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to pay 
a fine of 
1,000 and serve a month 
in the penitentiary, 
which he did. 
Only six of the thirty-on-e 
men in 
dicted, an inspector and five cap- 
tains, have ever been tried. 
Sev- 
enteen of the 
thirty-on- e 
accused 
men are now on duty, ocenpying 
the same rank as before, five of 
these being captains, five of them 
sergeants 
and 
seven patrolmen. 
Only five of the indicted men, two 
captains 
and 
three 
patrolmen, 
have actually been dismissed the 
force. 
Two of the indicted men, 
a captain and a patrolman, have 
been retired on pension. 
Cases 
against three of the indicted pa 
trolmen are still pending." 
This record is certainly discour- 
aging to the reformer, and it is 
not surprising when Dr. 
Park-hur- st 
in his comment asks: "Is it 
not possible that a Court of Ap- 
peals may come to consider that 
its prime function does not consist 
so much in avenging the offended 
dignity of the law as in conjuring 
up erudite devices that advertise 
its own profundity, humiliate the 
inferior 
courts, 
disappoint 
the 
public and cannonize criminals?'' 
Bui no one shonldform the idea 
that the Lexow investigatioj w.'ts 
entirely void of benefits to the 
mankind of Xew York City. The 
final outcome proves 
beyond a 
doubt that so long as an officer 
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One sho

court martialed, could not be con- 
victed if allowed to appeal to the 
civil 
courts. It is hardly to be 
supposed 
then, that 
Dr. 
Park-hurs- t 
and his folloAAers will give 
up in disgust. 
Having found out 
the weak points 
,they can now 
open their campaign 
upon new 
lines and attack the right of ap- 
peal. A change of police adminis- 
tration Avill be a harder battle to 
fight than the one just finished, 
yet by constantly 
keeping at it 
success will eventually attend the 
effort. Reforms are not completed 


in a day, and numerous 
defeats 
to men of solid worth are often 
more valuable than marked suc 
cess at the outset.

be- 
ing a special order of Mr. Ross, who 
also is shrewd enough to know a good 
thing when he sees it It would inter- 
est any planter to see one of these 
cars in operation. 
The first feature 
noticed in the construction is the mova- 
ble floor, which can be tilted to either 
side by a power hoist when the load 
Is ready to dump Into the flume. The 
ends are stationary. 
Another concep--

tion is the stakes and stake pockets, 
which are so fixed that any Jap who is 
half spry can 
throw the three 
side 
stakes out of the pockets in less than 
a jiffy. 
Then the floor is tipped 
to 
the proper angle, and five tons of cane 
fall into the flume. 
The labor of at 
least seven men is dispensed with by 
this method 
of discharging. 
Cheap- 
ness is another thing that has not been 
forgotten in the production of this car. 
It is composed of Xor'west, except the 
buffer 
blocks, 
and most of the iron 
parts are malleable. 
The makers claim 
this car can be put up for a figure that 
will never stand in the way of a large 
order when a manager sees the

The 
X." Y.

S. S. 
Sakura-Mar- 
u, 
Brady master, arrived in port yester- 
day morning after a rather rough voy- 
age 
from 
Yokohama. 
lFolIowing 
is 
Capt. Brady's report: 
"We are just 
about 12 
days out, and the voyage 
we had to Honolulu, although quite a 
speedy 
one, 
was very rough indeed. 
During the first nine days we .experi- 
enced uniformly bad weather, and it 
was during that time while 
we were 
seated at table one day, the first 
of- 
ficer went completely 
over and caught 
the first engineer underneath the table. 
There was an exchange 
of looks, and 
the two officers again took their places, 
but not without their appetites hav 
ing suffered a severe check. 
"We brought 224 Japanese, of which 
number 100 are students. 
Among the 
lot there are 161 men, 55 women and 
13 children. 
"On Xovember 
26th, at 11:20 a. m., 
and in lar 
25.5S X. and Ion. 17S.50 E. 
we passed the Rio de Janeiro bound 
west. 
After that sighted the Island of 
Kaula. 
Xothing else was sighted dur- 
ing the whole trip. 
"We will sail for Seattle, Wash., on 
Wednesday." 
Capt. 
Brady 
said that the Xippon 
Yusen Kaisha Company 
had secured 
two extra boats to run to Seattle via 
Honolulu. 
One of these, the 
Tenshin-Mar- 
u, 
was 
to 
have 
left 
Yokohama 
shortly after the 
Sakura-Mar- 
u. 
The 
Yamaguchi-Mar- 
u 
has left Yoko- 
hama for London by this" time and tjfe 


Miike-Mar- u 
sailed for Bombay on Xo- 
vember 5th. 
The Sakura-Mar- u 
will make two more 
trips here. 
This is her first visit to 
Honolulu. 


Kilauea Again 
Active. 
The steamer Ke Au Hou which ar 
rived 
Sunday brought a letter 
from 
Kau, the following 
extracts of which 
are given. 
"Xovember 
25th (4 a. m.) we had a 
very heavy shock of earthquake here 
which not only wakened 
us from our 
peaceful slumbers, 
but rendered peace 
in slumber no longer possible. 
It was 
one of those 
old-tim- e 
ramblers which 
come upon people without warning and 
go 
with 
a rumble that 
suggests 
a 
speedy repetition. 
We are thankful to 
be alive. 
"November 
24th. 
Kilauea is very ac- 
tive. Last night fire was thrown from 
a cone over 100 feet high, and the re- 
flection was seen all over the district. 
This is the first time any such 
re- 
flection has been seen for two or three 
years. 
"The Ke Au Hou arrived at Honua-p- o 
from Honokaa on Xovember 
26th, 
discharged her lumber and went to 
Punaluu to discharge fertlizer and load 
sugar. 
Have had fine rains here since 
the W. G. Hall left." 


3Ian Disappears. 
News was received 
by the steamer 
Iwalani Sunday morning of a disaster 
that occurred 
off Kilauea, Kauai, last 
week. 
Three natives went out fishing 
in a canoe just after dark. 
The water 
was rough and the wind was blowing 
quite strong. 
Getting into the very 
roughest part of the water a breaker 
caught the boat, turning it upside down 
and 
spilling the occupants 
Into 
the 
water. 
Two 
of the men got ashore 
allright, and expected at any moment 
to see Keawe, the third member of the 
party, but he never put in an appear- 
ance, and it is believed he was eaten by 
the sharks, as he was a good swimmer 
and stood as much chance as his com- 
rades. 
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People Who Say Japan 
Will Not Annex. 


Japanese Merchant Gives His Ideas 
on Situation 
An American 
Who Sees the 
Evil. 


"Unless our Government 
does some- 
thing regarding the alleged free labor- 
ers from Japan," said a Japanese mer- 
chant yesterday, "a year 
from 
this 
time will 
find Honolulu 
full 
of 
Ori- 
ental beggars. 
The first lot to attract 
the attention of the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment came 
by the 
Toya-Mar- 
u, 
but 
there may hae been thousands or per- 
haps hundreds who have landed here 
under the same circumstances, 
but who 
passed the lines without creating sus- 
picion. 
"I believe, however, the business 
be- 
gan with the formation 
of the new 
steamship lines, and with them came 
new immigration companies, whose aim 
is to make money, irrespective of 
re- 
sults to the country. 
The demand 
for 
garden men and laborers is limited 
in 
Hawaii, and with this influx of free la- 
borers to the Islands you can imagine 
the result at the end of six months or 
a year. 
"Japan has a large surplus popula- 
tion, 
and thousands 
of people 
over 
there who are accustomed to work for 
little or nothing will be glad to pay, be- 
sides their passage money, the 10 yen 
necessary 
to 
guarantee 
a 
landing 
here. 
And the immigration company 
or the steamship company is willing to 
advance 
the 
$50 necessary 
to insure 
a 
landing, 
in 
order 
to 
make 
the 
$5 
commission. 
Already 
there 
is a 
combination 
between the proprietors of 
two or three 
hotels, kept by 
Japanese, and the men interested in 
bringing free laborers to the country, 
and it is a combination 
to be beaten 
only by the Hawaiian Government 
and 
the Japanese Government 
working to- 
gether to stop it. 
"I have no idea that our 
Govern--me- 
nt 
has any idea or desire to get su- 
premacy here; the Islands are too far 
away 
from 
the seat of Government, 
and to administer here would 
be an 
expensive 
luxury without bringing In 
any substantial returns. 
It is not to 
the interest of the Japanese merchants 
or representative Japanese in Hawaii 
to have the Islands full of their coun 
trymen who cannot obtain work. These 
men must become a charge on some 
body and naturally it would first be the 
official representative 
of their native 
country." 


An American, 
who stands high 
in 
the opinion 
of the Government, 
and 
who 
is a staunch annexationist, 
in 
speaking of the arrival 
of 
so many 
free laborers from Japan, said: 
"The situation 
Is 
deplorable, 
and 
something will have to be done. 
Un- 
fortunately for the country the treaty 
with Japan 
makes 
it impossible 
for 
the Government 
to do anything with- 
out the 
assistance of the 
Japanese 
Government. 
The situation is serious 
for all classes, including the Japanese. 
I do not know, of course, where these 
free laborers get the $50 they show the 
authorities 
here, but really I didn't 
know there was so much money among 
that class of Japanese. 
But after all, 
upon whom should 
the responsibility 
rest? 
The planters. 
And the future 
will 
bear out my 
prophecy 
that as 
fast as the plantations get out of debt 
the position will grow worse. 
The men 
interested in sugar are making money 
out of cheap labor; they tell the people 
that without it their interests 
must 
fail. Very well, then. 
Labor is pour- 
ing in upon us so fast that the price 
must go down with the supply, and the 
profits. to the sugar planter will 
in- 
crease proportionately, 
and 
some 
of 
them will soon he able to leave the 
Islands and the plantations to the slave 
drivers and the slaves and spend their 
money abroad. 
"It cannot he said that all the plan- 
tations 
give 
encouragement 
to 
any 
other class of labor; 
on the contrary, 
in many cases where a few years ago 
there were positions filled 
by white 
men, today they are occupied by Asi- 
atics. 
Do you blame the Japanese who 
is a blacksmith, sugar boiler or assist- 
ant engineer on a plantation for 
Im- 
proving his condition, or the employer, 
who makes It possible for him to take 
the place of a white man? 
Four-fift- hs 
of the retail business men 
complain 
of hard times and no business. It is 
not because 
there 
is less 
money 
in 
the country or less demand 
for their 
wares, 
but because 
the business 
has 


been 
diverted 
into 
other 
channels. 
Some of the plantations import their 
goods direct and save the profits 
of 
the middle .men. 
Take Walluku, for 
instance- .- a few years ago there were 
Americans 
and Europeans who made 
money in merchandizing; today there 
are practically 
none, 
and tho town 
is 
dead, 
except 
during court 
week. 
And some plantation managers, in their 
efforts to keep down expenses and run 
up their profits 
to the exclusion 
and 
detriment of tho white population, 
are 
doing that which tends to drivo out the 
middle men of the country. 
' Annexation? 
Of course, I want it. 
Not because I have any fear that Japan 
has any design 
on this territory, 
be- 
cause I do not believe she has, but be- 
cause It will give us a stable Govern- 
ment, something the sturdy farmers of 
the Northwest will not be afraid of. 
With this class 
of Immigrants there 
will be a demand for the products nnd 
commerce of the white man, idle land 
will be taken up, and tho enormous 
holdings 
of the plantations will be di- 
vided and the white farmer can raise 
cane 
and 
sell 
it. 
This 
will 
come 
through annexation, but In no other 
way. 
Annexation? I should say so, but 
I don't know how we are going to get 
it, and I don't know what we are 
go- 
ing to do without it."
